Abrazos and Books will honor students 
for their academic achievement

This Saturday, 20 high school 
students will be honored for their 
academic achievement and public 
service with college scholarships. 

They will be recognized for 
their hard work at the annual 
Abrazos and Books ceremony and 
dinner, held at the Wyndham Ho- 
tel in San Jose 

The scholarship program grew 
out of the aftermath of the 1985 
earthquake in Mexico City. 

Rigo Chacon, South Bay bu- 
reau chief for KGO Channel 7 
News, went to Mexico to report on 
the disaster. Because of his cover- 
age of the destruction and human 
tragedy, Bay Area viewers donated 
$1.3 million to help rebuild homes 
and classrooms. 

Chacon, who was born in Chi- 
huahua, later returned to the Mexi- 
co City area to report on the dedi- 
cation of one of two elementary 
schools that were rebuilt with the 
funds. 

Despite the joy of that day. 
something troubled him. 

“It crossed my mind that we

were only giving them buildings” 
Chacon says. “It was not like teach- 
ing a man to fish. We needed to do 
something beyond that.” 

About a year later he got the 
idea to create a scholarship fund, 
and Abrazos and Books was born. 
At first Chacon and his wife, Lucy, 
who do most of the work them- 


selves. Were able to help a few stu 
dents in Mexico. Then they shifted 
their focus to Santa Clara County, 
while still helping students in 
Mexico. 

Since that time over 200 stu- 
dents have received scholarships 
of at least 51.000. Chacon, who 
went to elementary school and high 
school in San Jose. remembers 
classmates who were too poor at- 
tend college. 

“To me that is a shame.” he 
says. “Money shouldn't be a rea- 
son to curtail your education. so if 
there is anything | can do to help I 
will do it.” 


Chacon emphasizes that a 
though Abrazos and Books started 
in Mexico, it supports local stu- 
dents of all ethnicities and income 
levels.

Calexico (Calif.),(EFE).- La 
elección especial para decidir la 
destitución del gobernador Gray 
Davis, significa un costoso pro- 
ceso para el mayoritariamente 
hispano condado Imperial. este 
año con un reducido presupuesto 
y una alta tasa de desempleo. 

La directora de la oficina de 
Registro de Electores del con- 
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Church Bethesda. on 95 
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electores del condado Imperial. 
los costos estimados de la elec- 
ción especial del 7 de octubre 
ascenderían a unos 250.000 dó- 
lares. 
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La oficial eyecutiva del con- 
dado, Robertta Burns, explicó que 
el presupuesto aprobado para este 
año no tiene déficit, pero se ha 
ordenado congelar todas las pla- 
zas del sector público y reducir los 
gastos en lo posible para evitar re- 
visiones a mediados de ano. 

Cada oficina pública se ha 
tenido que conformar con el per- 
sonal y presupuesto asignados. 
como la fiscalía de distrito en El 
Centro que prescindió este año de 
dos fiscales adicionales que ne- 
cesitaba para hacer frente al alto 
número de casos que tiene que 
llevar este año. 

Como esa institución, las bi- 
bliotecas, la administración de 
obras públicas y Otros servicios 
continúan redoblando esfuerzos 
para salir adelante sin contratar 
más personal. 

De acuerdo con el Departa- 
mento de Finanzas de California, 
el condado Imperial es el que tiene 
la más alta tasa de desempleo y 
los menores ingresos promedio 
por habitante. 

El último estimado de desem- 
pleo en el condado fue de 5,78 por 
ciento, un índice que podría haber 
aumentado por la reducción de 
recursos hidráulicos decretada 
hace unos meses. 

Con una población hispana 
cercana al 70 por ciento del total, 
la agricultura (que es la principal 
actividad productiva) emplea 
cerca de 30 por ciento de la fuerza 
de trabajo, pero este año la acti- 
vidad también enfrenta problemas 
luego de que el Departamento del 
Interior ordenó una reducción en 
el agua utilizada para la irrigación. 

El 25 por ciento de la fuerza 
laboral se dedica a servicios y al 
comercio, especialmente a consu- 
midores del lado mexicano de la 
frontera que por lo común se abas- 
tecen de alimentos y aprovechan 
ofertas de comercios del condado 
Imperial, de acuerdo con la Uni- 
versidad Estatal de California. 

El director de la oficina de 
Relaciones Intergubernamentales 
del condado, Bob Ham, informó 
que el gobierno local está unién- 
dose con otros condados de Cali- 
fornia para pedir al gobierno esta- 
tal que asuma los costos de la elec- 
ción especial.

En un intento por recuperar 
apoyo popular, elevar la imagen de 
su gobierno y para obtener mas vo- 
tos que favorezcan a su partido, 
muy golpeado en las lecciones del 
6 de julio, el Presidente Vicente Fox 
anunció esta semana nuevos cam- 
bios en su gabinete de trabajo.

Cuestionando la igualdad

La Acción Afirmativa (Affir- 
mative Action) es un recurso le- 
gal que nació hace tres décadas a 
la luz del movimiento de los de- 
rechos civiles. Su objetivo es 
brindar igualdad de oportunida- 
des a las minorías, en lo relacio- 
nado con empleo, educación y 
decisiones de contratación. Hoy, 
esta figura se ha visto en el medio 
de un debate en el cual el mismo 
presidente Bush se pronunció en 
contra de la misma. 

Generalmente las institucio- 
nes que tienen políticas de Acción 
Afirmativa, como la Universidad 
de Michigan, definen sus objetivos 
y calendarios con miras a incre- 
mentar la diversidad entre sus 
empleados o estudiantes. Para 
hacerlo utilizan prácticas de 
reclutamiento en las que se dan 
preferencia a algunas personas 
sobre otras, pero todo con el fin 
de crear igualdad. 

Como ejemplo, quien se en- 
cargue de la admisión de emplea- 
dos o estudiantes en una empresa 
o institución académica que uti- 
lice la figura de Acción Afirmati- 
va, deberá escoger al candidato 
perteneciente a una minoría en el 
caso de tener dos solicitantes 
calificados (un hispano y un ame- 
ricano caucásico, por ejemplo.) 

En esta forma, se le estarán 
dando oportunidades a personas 
que podrían ser víctimas de dis- 
criminación, y nunca llegarían a 
ocupar cargos que para personas 
de la raza blanca suelen ser habi- 
tuales. 

Hasta ahí, la Acción Afirma- 
tiva marchaba bien. Fue el reciente 
pronunciamiento del presidente 
Bush en contra de la misma lo que 
encendió el debate, en el cual, has- 
ta el mismo Secretario de Estado, 
Colin Powell, dijo no estar de 
acuerdo con lo que manifestó el 
mandatario. 

Según el presidente, la Acción 
Afirmativa es un “tipo de progra- 


ma que equivale a cuotas raciales”, 
y que promueve “un tipo de discri- 
minación que es inconstitucional” 

Pero los defensores de esta 
figura explican que la Acción Afir- 
mativa surgió tras la marcha ce- 
lebrada en Washington el 28 de 
agosto de 1963, cuando más de 
250 mil ciudadanos estadouni- 
denses de todas las edades. ocupa- 
ciones. razas y religiones hicieron 
una manifestación para exigir ple- 
nos derechos civiles para los afroa- 
mericanos. 

Un año después de la marcha 
(en la cual el doctor Martin Luther 
King pronunció el histórico dis- 
curso titulado “Tengo un sueño”), 
el Congreso aprobó el Acta de De- 
rechos Civiles de 1964, poniendo 
fina la discriminación y el prejul- 
cio fanático. 

Los hispanos nos veríamos 
perjudicados por la abolición de 
este recurso pues en los Estados 
Unidos, aún existen desigualdades 
raciales. favoritismos. prejuicios y 
discriminación. 

Varias instituciones y Organi- 
zaciones hispanas llamaron la 
atención del presidente Bush en lo 
que se refiere a que eliminar la ac- 
ción afirmativa puede interpre- 
tarse como un duro golpe a las as 
piraciones educativas de los 
hispanos. 

Entre las organizaciones his- 
panas que se pronunciaron figuran 
el Cynsejo Nacional de la Raza 
(NCLR), la Liga de Ciudadanos 
Latinoamericanos Unidos (LU- 
LAC), el Fondo México-ameri- 
cano de Educación y Defensa Le- 
gal (MALDEF) y la Asociación de 
Universidades Hispanas (HACU), 
organizaciones que dijeron que la 
acción afirmativa es necesaria para 
contrarrestar otras desventajas que 
afrontan los estudiantes latinos. 

Por otra parte el presidente del 
Grupo de legisladores hispanos del 
congreso, el demócrata de Texas 
Ciro Rodríguez, dijo que la deci-

Los Angeles — With the recall 
pending over his head like the 
Sword of Damocles, California 
Gov. Gray Davis is becoming a 
progressive reborn. The first to 
benefit are undocumented immi- 
grants, who will finally have a 
chance to have something that 
most everyone takes for granted: a 
driver's license. 

Davis voiced his support for 
SB60, the driver's license bill that 
he himself vetoed last year, at a 


union barbecue in Echo Park this 
Saturday. Surrounding him were 
the union leaders and activists that 
he needs to mobilize what could 
amount to the most crucial swing 
vote for him to keep his governor- 
ship: the Latinos. 

Just like they did last Novem- 
ber, Latinos could provide the gov- 
ernor with the margin of victory to 
win the recall vote, set for October 
7. Polls showed growing support 
for the recall while it was still just 
a plan, but the outcome is far from 
settled. 

“Anybody who says they 
know the winner of this doesn't 
know what they're talking about,” 
said Joe Cerrell, a veteran Demo- 
cratic political consultant. “We still 
don't know who's really running, 
and we'll only have a better idea 
when the deadline for candidate 
filing closes August 9.” 

A Field Poll in mid-July 
showed that, among likely voters, 
51 percent supported the recall and 


43 percent were against it. 

The poll's sample was realis- 
tically tilted toward the more Re- 
publican electorate that usually 
makes it to the polls for special 
elections. Still, only 51 percent 
wanted Davis out — barely enough 
to do it. And Latinos were less 
likely to want to recall the gover- 
nor than other groups. 

Now the formidable Davis 
campaign machine is in gear, and 
nobody can underestimate the 
lengths to which the governor will 
go to win this election. “Everybody 
is talking about how relaxed he 
looks,” said Sherry Jeffe, a politi- 
cal analyst and professor of politi- 
cal science at USC. “This man may 
not be a great governor but he is a 
great campaigner. He relishes the 
fight.” 

A lot will depend on the Re- 
publican alternatives on the ballot. 
If it's just a group of extreme con- 
servatives, like Bill Simon, Darrell 
Issa and Michael Huffington, then 


Davis' argument that this is a right- 
wing conspiracy could stick and 
scare or anger moderates and lib- 
erals to come out and vote, not to 
support the governor, but to pun- 
ish the “conspirators.” 

If there is a viable, moderate 
alternative, somebody with pro- 
choice, pro-gun control credentials 
like Arnold Schwarzenegger or 
former mayor of Los Angeles Ri- 
chard Riordan, there is a chance 
that Davis could lose. But although 
Schwarzenegger is well known and 
has money, his lack of political ex- 
perience and potential negatives 
could be overwhelming. If he does 
run, the Davis campaign allegedly 
has a lot of dirt on him and will 
surely use it. Riordan surely re- 
members that the Davis camp de- 
stroyed his candidacy last year in 
a similar fashion. 

Davis has another card up his 
sleeve: state rules mandate that any 
initiative that had already qualified 
for the regular election ballot au- 
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tomatically move up to the special 
election, if it did not specify a date 
to go before the voters. That means 
the “Classification by Race, 
Ethnicity, Color or National Ori- 
gin” initiative, also known as the 
Connerly Initiative after its author, 
University of California Regent 
Ward Connerly, will be on the same 
ballot with the recall. And that, ex- 
perts say, may help Davis. 

The measure is being touted 
by opponents as “the sequel to 
Proposition 209,” Connerly's anti- 
affirmative action law passed by 
voters in 1996. It would mandate 
that no government agency keep 
track of the racial or ethnic back- 
ground of people they come in con- 
tact with. This may, for example, 
eliminate any possibility of track- 
ing racial profiling or other dis- 
criminatory policies. Connerly, 
who is black, wants to sell it as the 
way to a “color-blind” society. 

This initiative could remind 
Latinos and other minorities of the

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Desproporcionada tasa de 
encarcelamiento de negros 


e hispanos en EE.UU.

Washington, (EFE).- En 
Estados Unidos. donde la tasa de 
encarcelamiento es la más alta 
del mundo, ha aumentado des- 
proporcionadamente el índice de 
negros e hispanos en las prisio- 
nes, indicaron expertos a la luz 
del último informe al respecto del 
Departamento de Justicia. 

El informe de Justicia pu- 
blicado esta semana indica que 
más de 235.000 hispanos estaban 
en prisión en EE.UU. durante el 
2002, un año en el que la pobla- 
ción carcelaria aumentó en 2.6 
por ciento y alcanzó la cifra de 
2,1 millones de personas. 

“Ha habido un aumento sus- 
tancial del encarcelamiento de 
negros y latinos”, dijo a EFE, 
Marc Mauer. director adjunto de 
The Sententing Project. un grupo 
con sede en Washington que 
estudia las condenas judiciales. 

“Esto tiene un efecto sobre 
sus perspectivas de vida futura, 
sus familias, sus comunidades”, 
añadió. 

La población carcelaria de 
Estados Unidos en 2002 llegó a 
2,166 millones de personas, un 
incremento del 2,6 por ciento 
sobre el año anterior y más del 
doble que el incremento en 2001, 
que fue del 1,1 por ciento, según 
el informe. 

De esta forma una de cada 
143 personas en Estados Unidos 
estaba en prisión federal, estatal 
o local a fines del año pasado. 

En China, un país con más 
de 1,300 millones de dólares, hay 
más de 1,4 millones de presos. 
Estados Unidos tiene una po- 
blación de 286 millones de per- 
sonas. 

Rusia, que tiene unos 144 
millones de habitantes, tiene 
unos 920.000 presos. 

Mauer dijo que las cifras di- 
vulgadas por el Departamento de 
Justicia “confirman que continúa 
la tendencia de 30 años de 
aumento de la población carce- 
laria, y que EE.UU. ocupa el 
primer puesto mundial en el uso 
del encarcelamiento”.

A new multilingual poll of 
California immigrants commis- 
sioned by NOM, a coalition of 
over 500 ethnic news organiza- 
tions, found that a majority of all 
California immigrants are un- 
aware that they have aright to ask 
for an interpreter when seeking 
medical care. Yet that right has 
been the law ever since the 1964 
Civil Rights Act banned discrimi 
nation on the basis of national ort 
gin. 

The poll. conducted by noted 
Spanish language pollster Sergio 
Bendixen, ts the first ever to study 
the role of language barriers in 
health care as reported by immi 
grants. Some 1200 Californians 
representing roughly 7 of the 9 
million immigrants living in Cala 
fornia Were surveyed by telephone 
in 11 languages and dialects im 
cluding Armenian, Cantonese. 
Cambodian, Mandarin, Hmong, 
Korean, Farsi, Russian. Spanish.

“Medical care is rated as the 


most important issue by Calitor 
nia immigrants — in contrast to the 
general population which ranks it 
well below education and unem 
ployment.

Washington, (EFE).- La 
globalización de la economía ha 
asestado un duro golpe a las ma- 
quiladoras, industria que floreció 
hace más de tres décadas en ciu- 
dades y pueblos mexicanos tronte- 
rizos con EE.UU.. según un 
informe del Congreso de EE.UU. 

A su decadencia también han 
contribuido la apreciación del 
peso mexicano. los cambios 
tributarios en ese país v la pérdida 
de beneficios arancelarios como 
resultado de la aplicación del 
Tratado de Libre Comercio para 
América del Norte (TLCAN). 
señaló un informe de la Oficina 
General de Contabilidad (GAO, 
siglas en inglés). el brazo in- 
vestigador del Congreso de 
EE.UU. 

En general, las maquiladoras 
son pequeñas plantas de ensam- 
blaje instaladas por empresas de 
países industrializados para 
aprovechar la mano de obra barata 
mexicana. 

Su funcionamiento fue autor! 
zado por el Gobierno de México 
en 1965 para atraer la inversión 
externa y crear fuentes de desa- 
rrollo y plazas de trabajo para las 
zonas mexicanas fronterizas más 
atrasadas.

A former United States Olym- 
pian, Navarro is one of only a hand- 
ful of fighters from the 2000 games 
held in Sydney. Australia to main- 
tain his undefeated record. Though 
his slate is perfect at 17-0-0 with 7 
KO's, Navarro's competition has 
been anything but light. Already the 
proud owner of the NABO and IBA 
Continental titles, “El Angelino” is 
coming off of his first 12-round vic- 
tory, a gritty but clear-cut decision 
over Jorge Luis Gonzalez on April's 
telecast of “Boxeo De Oro”. The 
22-year-old Navarro is currently 
ranked fifth in the world by the 
WBO and seventh by the WBA. 

Standing in Navarro's way to 
the top is a former two-time world 
champion who has his eyes set on 
the upset. 

30-year-old Adonis Rivas (19-

Rivas lost 
a tough decision to Omar Narvaez 
in his next fight. but looks to get 
back into the title mix on August 
21 with an international audience 
watching his every move. 

In the internationally televised 
co-main event, welterweights Joe 
Hutchinson and Hector Quiroz will 
clash in an intriguing 10-round bout 
that could determine a future world 
title challenger. 

“Lil Joe” Hutchinson (28-4-2. 
13 KOs) is a seasoned veteran who 
has faced some of the best fighters 
in the world during his eight-year 
career. Fighting mainly throughout 
the Midwest early in his career, 
Hutchinson, an Indianapolis native, 
made a name for himself on the 
world scene with spirited efforts in 
close decision losses to Arturo Gatti 
and Hector Camacho Jr. Currently 
riding a four fight-winning streak. 
Hutchinson is coming off an excit- 
ing decision win over Fernando 
Mena in a July 8 bout which head- 
lined ESPN2’s “Tuesday Night 
Fights”. 

Though Hutchinson is on a hot 
streak ,he will have his work cut out
